The profoundly important results developed to-day came 
about most unexpectedly, Ambassador Cambon’s call was set for 
2 o'clock, and it was expected to last but a few minutes, while the 
answer of the United States was being handed to him. But since 
the original proposition of Spain was presented last Tuesday M. 
Cambon had prepared himself to speak with authority the 
questions which were to arise. 

The President himself had preferred this course. although out- 
side of himself and the Ambassador no one was aware that the 
latter would come ready to treat as the envoy of Spain, The first 
Anstructions to M, Cambon made him merely a medium of com- 
municating Spain's first note, but now he appeared with all the 
attributes of the direct diplomatic officer of Spain, empowered to 
_act for the Government with complete instructions.

THE EMS DISPATOH 


After his retirement Bismarck was elec- 
ted to the Reichstag, and for a time he 
seriously considered the step of returning 
to Parliament and ‘combatting the policy 
of the Emperor and Chancellor Capriv! on 
several important national] measures. But 
he did not appear in the Reichstag. 

When the controversy arose about the 
famous Ems dispatch, which brought o” 
the war with France, it was thought the 
old Chancellor would appear in the halls 
of legislation at Berlin and answer Ca- 


privi’s accusation of faleehood. 

On the subject of returning 
Prince Bismarck once said to Dr. Hans 
Blum, leader of the Saxon National Lib- 
erals, who suggested that a majority 
Inight group itself around him: 

‘Majority, indeed. The majority would 
thun me as if I were pest-stricken. A 
cholera patient straight from Hamburg 
would have a better welcome than I should. 
Most of them would be afraid to lose their 
chance of an invitation to court or would 
fear to injure their sons’ prdspects, or what 
not. And then I should have to wait for 
hours before I had an opportunity of speak 
ing and for hours again before 
(hance of replying to my adversaries. I 
do not mind the dirt my enemies would 
throw upon me, but I do mind the incon- 
veniences*ef a sojourn in Berlin, the hotel 
life and the crowd following on my heels 
n the streets.

The word 
of command was then given to the guard 
of honor to present arms, and ali present 
their heads. and along the _ front 
strode the Iron Chancellor, passing the men 
in review with a stern look. Then he shook 
hands with the officers, ambassadors and 
other dignitaries, and, deeply moved he ap- 
proached his carriage amidst incessant 
cheers.

VII.

Outside the 
station and all along the route, especially 
Unter den Linden, where the crowd was 
most dense, there was loud and continuous 
cheering and waving of handkerchiefs, al- 
only a passing gl mpse of the old 
familiar features could be 
caught behind the windows of the carriage 
in which he sat beside Prince Henry. Cheer 
cheer went up from the vast con- 
course which thronged the open spaces out- 
side the palace, shouting “Hier bleiben! 
Hier bleiben!’ (‘Stay here! Stay here!’’) 

The Emperor met Prince Bismarck at the 
foot of the grand staircase. As 
he descended from the carriage 
pouty flung his arme around him and kissed 
iim warmly on both cheeks 

In front of th@ palace a crowd 
D000 persone was assembled, and 
in singing the ““Wacht am Rhein.’ The ex- 
Chancellor appeared several times on the 
baicony, and was greeted with enthusiasm 
by the multitude below.

The 
expression of the face was solemn, earnest, 
inexorable, implacable.

BISMARCK’'S FORTUNE. 


The fortune of Bismarck may be esti- 
mated at more than $100,000 income. He 
was one of the largest landed proprietors 
of Prussia. He owned a brewery, a paper 
factory, a saw mill and distilleries. He was 
always proud to say that everything that 
was consumed in his house was the product 
of his own property. The donations given 
to him on several occasions formed the 
greater portion of his fortune. 

His preperty at Varzgin was purchased by 
him in 1866, after the war with ‘Austria, 
with the $300,000 which was then presented 
to nim. After the war of 1871 Emperor Wil- 
liam took out of the indemnity milliards 
$80,000 for Bismarck and this sum served 
to purchase the great domain of Friedrichs- 
ruhe.

Lp to 184 Bismarck was obliged to live 
rather modestly. The inheritance of his 
father bettered his pecuntary situation and 
brought him the Property of Schoenhausen, 
and it was shortly after that when he mar- 
ried Johanna von Puttkammer. 

For some time Bismarck’s charity was 
eagerly solicited, but the old Chancellor 
was always: economical, and he rarely re- 
sponded to appeals for aid. Some years 
azo he caused to be inserted in the papers 
a singular advertisement declaring that it 
Was useless to ask him for assistance.

envoy of Spain, the first business was the presentation of the terms 
laid down by the United States Government. Secretary Day read 
the terms, pausing at the end of each sentence to allow M. Thie- 
bault, first secretary of the French Embassy, to interpret into 
French, as the Ambassador’s knowledge of English is limited. 
This reading by Secretary Day and ‘interpreting by M. Thiebault 
took but 15 minutes. 

Then began the discussion, point by point. The President and 
the Ambassador addressed each other with the greatest frankness, 
each maintaining the justice of his position on the several points 
involved. When, at last after an eloquent plea by the Ambassa- 
dor, it was agreed to modify the conditions in one particular, Sec- 
retary Day withdrew for a half hour and attended to drafting the 
modification. This accomplished, the Ambassador addressed him- 
self to the President, not so much as the advocate of Spain, but 
personally, having with the President, man to.man, a like interest 
in humanity. M. Cambon is a man of fervid eloquence, and he 
spoke with an intensity of feeling which made a deep impression 
on the President and the others. He spoke in French, each sen- 
tence being caught up and interpreted by M. Thiebault with rapidi- 
ty, so that the earnestness of the Ambassador’s expression lost 
little by this indirect method of communication. 

The President spoke with equal frankness, and in the lengthy 
discussion there was scarcely a point in the whole range of the war 
which was not met and freely considered. 

‘ALL NOW WAITS ON MADRID. 

What the modification is that has been made can only be con- 
fectured, but there is reason to believe that it relates either to the 
time when actual hostilities will be suspended or else to the extent 
of our interest in the Philippines, leaving unchanged the condition 
that Spain shall withdraw from Cuba and Porto Rico, grant the 
United States coaling stations in the Pacific and make important 
concessions in the Philippines. It is now for the Madrid Govern- 
ment to give final approval to what was partially accomplished 
to-day. It is even possible that this approval may come speedily, 
within a day or two, for there is no need of extended conferences 
or correspondence. All that was accomplished to-day when M. 
Cambon acted as plenipotentiary. From the fact that he acted 
under instructions, the prospect would seem to be hopeful for 
Spain's ratifying what has been done, but it is for Spain herself to 
determine whether it is war or peace. | 


ANALYSIS OF THE TERMS. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, July 30.—M. Jules Cambon, the French Ambassador, was 


handed the President's reply this afternoon at 2 o'clock. There were no formalities 
observed. The terms demanded of Spain are as follows: 

1. The cession of Porto Rico absolutely to the United States. 

9 The relinquishment of all sovereignty over Cuba and its cession to the 
United States for its pacification and the establishment of a stable government. 

3. The temporary possession of Manila, Manila Bay and Cavite, and surround- 
ing territory by the United States, the question of the ultimate disposition of the 
islands to be determined by the regularly appointed peace commissioners of the 
two countries. 

It is expressly understood, however, that this does not mean the return of the 
Philippines to Spain. The United States will demand a naval station and port in the 
islands, and according to the present programme it will be Manila, Cavite, Manila 
Bay and enough territory to make the cession profitable to the United States. 

4. The withdrawal of Spain's forces from the Western Hemisphere as a guar- 
antee of good faith. When this is done, or the movement inaugurated, the United 
States will order a cessation of hostilities. — 

5. The cession to the United States of the Island of Guam in the Ladrones. 
This a Cabinet officer stated would not impede peace negotiations should Spain de- 
cline. Another island will be selected. 

The question of the disposition of the Philippines was disposed of in the special 
meeting of the Cabinet to-day after a session of three hours. It was determined that 
the ultimate disposition of the islands should not at the present time be made 
public 

PEACE COMMISSIONERS WILL SETTLE IT. 

It was the original intention of the United States to demand temporary possession 
of Subig Bay, in addition to Manila, Cavite and Manila Bay. The Navy Department, 
through Secretary Long, has insisted upon sufficient territory to establish a naval 
station of considerable importance. Secretary Long declined to favor a simple coal- 
ing station. He wanted territory sufficient for the establishment of navy yard, docks 
and machine shops. Other members of the Cabinet continued their arguments for 
the retention of the entire Island of Luzon. The President saw the differences of 
opinion were such as would not permit of a definite policy. At his suggestion the 
matter was then referred to the regularly appointed peace commissioners, who 
will be appointed upon the compliance of Spain with the terms demanded by the 
United States preliminary to actual negotiations. The arrangement whereby the 
matter is referred to the joint peace commission met with the hearty approval of the 
entire Cabinet. It is regarded by diplomats here as an exceedingly shrewd move- 
ment, as it places Spain in the attitude of beginning peace negotiations before she 
knew the intention of the United States regarding wie disposition of the islands. It 
also effectually prevents any foreign interference, as the intentions of the United 
States are unknown, 

The proposition to have the United States govern the Philippines meets with 
general approval by all the powers, England, Germany, China and Japan having 
announced their willingness to this proposition. Germany will interpose objections 
to the United States selecting Manila and its surrounding territory and leaving the 
remainder of the islands to Spain. Manila is recognized as the principal port, and 
the only profitable one in the islands, and for this reason the Germans argue that 
to care for only Manila would reduce the remainder of the islands to a state of 
semi-barbarism. | 


POWERS NOT FRIENDLY TO THE INSURGENTS. 


There will be protests from all the powers in the event the United States should 
eventually give the insurgents the government of the islands. 

This will not be done. The Administration will insist upon the retention of suf- 
ficient territory in the Philippines for a naval station. g\ Cabinet officer, who fav- 
 ored the retention of every piece of territory taken from Spain, said to-night to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent: 

“The fact that the future of the islands are left to a peace commission does not 
indicate that we will give them up. Possession is nine points of the law. We wil] 
at least have a suitable post and naval station. We will be in possession of Manila 
Cavite and Manila Bay, and I can assure the public they will not be given up by our 
Peace commissioners. Our terms are not harsh, and Spain must grant the conces- 
sions we ask.” | ; 

Admiral Sicard and Capt. Mahan of the Navy have impressed upon Secretary 

the necessity of a naval station in the far East. The Philippines, they declare, 
will be the connecting link with Hawaii. A naval port must be established. The 
Administration is convinced of this, and it can be stated authoritatively that if the 
entire Island of Luzon is not held, Manila and its environments will be a dependency 
of this Goverment. E 

The Island of Guam is demanded in the terms submitted, but in the event of a 
Protest from Spain it will not be insisted upon. It was desired by the Navy as a 
coaling station, but Admiral Sicard advised Secretary Long that if it should “im-

These are not ired by the United States, and if se- 
only provoke dissensions among the powers. The policy of the Ad- 
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ministration will be to scttle with Spain in such a manner as to avoid all foreign 
entanglements. 

No mention is made of the assumption of the Cuban and Porto Rican debt by 
Spain. This will be left to the peace commission, but it can be stated on the highest 
authority that Spain will be compelled to assume the debt. The United States wil! 
decline to Burden itself with the debt contracted by Spain in order to prosecute her 
war in Cuba and against the United States. 

The absolute and immediate withdrawal of all Spanish officers in the Western 
Hemisphere is the most essential of the terms, if Spain desires a cessation of hostil- 
ities. This will be regarded by the United States as a guarantee of good faith, and 
if she accepts and evinces a sincere desire to carry out this demand the President 
will order a cessation of hostilities pending the withdrawal of her army and the re- 
mainder of her navy. Spain must transport her army at her own expense. The 
evacuation of the islands must be carried out in good faith and with all possible 
dispatch. 

While it is stated in the terms of the President that no indemnity will be de- 
manded of Spain, the message is adroitly worded, and in the event that Soain does 
not at once enter upon negotiations, or delays matters in any way, the commissioners 
appointed by the United States will be empowered to demand such an indemnity. 

There is a feeling among the members of the Cabinet that Spain will not accept 
the terms promulgated by President McKinley. There will be objection on her 
part to a withdrawal of her force from. the Western Hemisphere until she is as- 
sured of the future of the Philippines. It is stated that unless she does accept the 
peace terms will be made more onerous every time she makes a request. 

The preamble to the note states that the United States is nct waging a war for 
revenge or conquest, but for the relief of humanity, and that the terms submitted are 
believed to be equitable and just. 

THE TERMS ARE REGARDED AS SEVERE. 

In diplomatic circles, although no.indemnity is asked for, the terms are re- 
garded as severe. It is practically a deprivation of al! the important colonies of Spain. 
The Philippines are of no material benefit to Spain without the port of Manila. 
Porto Rico and Cuba are also taken. The Island of Guam is the only one of the 
Ladrones from which Spain derives any revenue. Members of the Cabinet claim that 
the terms are much better than Spain has any reason to expect. 

A reply is expected from Madrid by Monday afternoon or Tuesday. The Span- 
ish Cabinet will probably consider the terms Synday. There will, of course, be 
some correspondence on the subject with the Ambassadors of the Powers, but the 
Administration does not anticipate any complications. No time limit was fixed in 
the message given M. Cambon, and Spain may either reply to it, or completely ig- 
nore the conditions. 

Negotiations have not yet reached a stage where the peace commissioners have 
been cagnsidered. The President has authority to appoint as many as he may see fit, 
It is believed, however, that five will be selected. Among the names which have 
been mentioned as possible commissioners are former Senator George F. Edmunds of 
Vermont, Senator Redfield Proctor, Chauncey M. Depew, Admiral Dewey and Gen. 
Merritt. Senators Burrows, Lodge, Foraker, Lindsay, Daniels, Sewall, Thurston, 
Turpie and Vest have been mentioned, but this in view of their service as lawyers 
or as merhbers of the Senate Committee on Foreign Relations. It is probable that 
unofficial men will form the minorit¢ of the commission. 

Cabinete officers state to-night that in all probability the text of the President's 
reply will be made public from the Executive Mansion. The appeal of the Filipinos 
in Europe to President McKinley, while it. was considered had no place in the dis- 


cussions incident to the decision reached. 


AMERICANS BEFORE MANILA.

MANILA BAY, PHILIPPINE ISLANDS, July 26, by way 5f Hong Kong. 
British China, July 30.—Major-General Merritt, the Commander-in-Chief of the 
United States land forces assigned to the Philippine Islands, has arrived. 

The capture of Manila will not be much longer delayed, it is believed. 

Admiral Dewey's fleet has been ready to attack the city for the past ten weeks. 
It has only been awaiting the pleasure of the troops. Now everybody concerned is 
impatient to have the unpleasant duty ended. 

Governor General Augusti is ready to surrender to the Americans, according 
to trustworthy information from Manila, as soon as he can do honorably. He will 
try to hold out until Aug. 1, it is reported, and then, if the hoped-for Spanish fleet 
is not on the way here, will offer to capitulate. 

Notwithstanding that credible inforn:ation, the American officers expect heavy 
fighting when the time comes to take the city. 

THE ASTOR BATTERY ARRIVES. 

Five hundred men, including the Astor battery, arrived yesterday with Gen. 
Merritt on the transport Newport. They came directly through from Honolulu, 
and had a good voyage, without noteworthy incident. 

The other transports of the third expedition are lagging behind because of their 
slow speed. They are expected to arrive in a few days. 

Gen. Merritt's headquarters will be on board the Newport for the present. Later 
he will transfer them to the commandant’s house at Cavite, where he can keep in 
touch with the fleet. Brigadier-General Greene, who commanded the second expe- 
dition, has established his headquarters in Camp Dewey, the name given to the 
American camp near Paranaque; 4800 men are encamped there now, The location 
is admirable, the camp is well laid out, dry and healthy. 

A cable is being laid to connect Cavite with Gen. Green’s headquarters at-Camp 
Dewey. 

The general health of the soldiers is excellent. There are some cases of malaria, 
but there has been no death from it. Brigadier-Generals Greene and Anderson were 
near Malate Saturday when a Mauser bullet passed between them on a level with 
their heads. 

After the monitor Monterey and the collier Brutus left Honolulu the Brutus 
broke down a short distance out, and the Monterey towed the Brutus back. The re- 
pairs only required a short time, and the vessels were due at Guam to-day. 
They will reach here, unless some accident delays them, in seven days. Capt. Perry 
of the collier Ellen Reed, a Brooklyn man, died yesterday. All the flags in the 
bay are half-masted to-day in his memory. 

DEWEY KEEPS A CLOSE WATCH. 

A close watch is maintained in the bay. The cruisers Boston and Raleigh are 
lying off Camp Dewey for the protection of our troops.

MARSHALL, Mo., July 30.—Late this ev- 
ening Deputy Sheriff Isaacs arrived with 
Alexander Kirby, the man who outraged 
Mrs. Ford, an invalid woman aged 8 years, 
near Ayers,.in the northern part of this 
county, yesterday afternooon.

THE AMERICAN SOLDIERS RE- 
CEIVE AN OVATION 
AT PONCE, 


LIBERATORS, NOT INTRUDERS. 


Women Wear Their Brightest Gowns, 
and the Whole City Takes on a 
Holiday Appearance. 


PONCE, Porto Rico, July 2, via St. Thom- 
as, July 29.—The American Army is joyfully 
greeted by the Porto Ricans of Ponce. The 
scene when the soldiers reached the wharves 
along the water front was remarkable. 
Thousands of residents of the city, men, 
women and children, lined the water front 
and shouts of *joy and cries of “Viva los 
Americanos,” “‘Buenos Diaz,” ‘‘Porto Rico 
Libre’ greeted them. The soldiers were re- 
ceived like liberatorg rather than intrud- 
ers. The red-shirted firemen came down to 
the wharf in a body and cheered lustily. 
Capt. Lyons, with Company K.-of the Six- 
teenth Regiment, immediately marched to 
the city and established a provost guard in 
the Municipal Building, the soldiers bein 
billeted In the frescoed and gold decorat 
room of the Alcalde. 

On every hand the greatest satisfaction 
was evidenced. Women adorned themselves 
in their brightest gowns and waved their 
hands and smiled as the troops marched 
through the streets. The doors of the mer- 
chant houses were open and the whole city 
pecenntec the appearance of celebrating a 

ete. 


All the approaches to the city are care- 
fully guarded to-night. Gen. Henry will 
effect a juncture with Gen. Wilson, and 
their troops will await the arrival of other 
troops on the way. The military road to 
San Juan Is broad and well beaten and will 
offer no such difficulties as were suffered at 
Santiago. 

The Spanish made a stand at a small 
town, resisting Gen. Henry’s advance, seven 
miles north of Ponce, to-night. Artiller 
fire could be seen distinctly as the dispatc 
boat bearing this news left at 7 o’clock in 
the evening. 

Information received by Gen. Miles Indi- 
cates that there are less than 7000 regulars 
and 5000 volunteers in the island. 

Gens. Miles and Wilson, with their staffs, 
accompanied by the British, French, Ger- 
man and Danish Consuls, called upon the 
Alcalde this afternoon. e latter gave 
them a gracious welcome and asked to be 
advised as to Gen. Miles’ desires with re- 
gard to the government of the city. Gen. 
Miles informed him that it was not his pur- 
pose to interfere in any way with the local 
government, and advised the Alcalde to con- 
duct his administration as usual.

He was a warrior, a statesman and a dip- 
lomat, who combined the iron of Cromwell with the astute- 
ness of Cavour and belonged as immovably to an era that 
has closed as do the Pyramids themselves.

While they walk in it the American people will not go astray.

War is supposed to be an inspiration of poets. But it has 
been observed that no really great poetry haa been suggested 
by the struggle with Spain. 

We have had ballads of some merit and S0nNgs suggested 
by the pomp and circumstance of war, but nothing which will 
live, nothing which will be heard in the future as the voice 
of the victors. 

Wut there is no reason to feel discouraged or to think that 
the poetic feeling Is dead. Quite the contrary is the truth. 
As has been said before, Americans, are now living poetry: 
by and by they will write it. '

per must be tested by defeat as well as victory, for only 
Mrough struggle t¢ perfection reached. 11 was so argong the 
Greeks after the Pergian wara, It wai Bo 4mong the Hebrews, 
whose prophets and pealmists saw visions of vietory rising 


that lift htm head and shoulders above his contemporaries. 
It was these qualities undoubtedly that not only consolidated 
and made unassailable the German Empire, but that led, when 
a weaker but more fortunate man became Emperor, to Bis- 
marck’s enforced retirement. 

It is this sterling and almost Gothic element of character, 
unmodified by the new conditions springing up about him. and 
pressing from every quarter of the globe, that makes the 
name of Bismarck unique in ourtime. It was his concen- 
tration of faculty to one national purpose and the employ- 
ment of means that were almost audacious In their arbitrary 
and feudal disregard of popular opinion that consolidated and 
built up the military homogeneity which the young Emperor 
now uses as an imperial pedestal. 

In losing Bismarck, Germany loses her chief historic per- 
sonage of the century. While he lived, albeit removed from 
official contact with events, he loomed up in the eyes of all 
men with too large a stature to be ignored. He was one of 
the triumvirate of geniuses of whom the world never grew 
tired of talking and of whom they never ceased to conjecture. 
But Gladstone and the Holy Father at Rome are as unlike 
Bismarck in their temperaments and adaptability as the ger- 
minative and plastic oak is unlike the immobile and imme- 
morial crag. 

Bismarck belonged to another era of greatness and he well 
epitomized it in the mediaevel phrase that seems to have come 
down to us from the crusades, “Blood and Iron!” It welded 
Germany; it paved with its iron those military roads that are 
now being used for pageantry; it built and buttressed with 
its blood the “divine right” upon which the present Emperor 
is “‘horsed.”’ 

Such men as Bismarck command the obeisance of the world 
by sheer momentum of character. They are men of awful] 
singleness of purpose. They demonstrate for us how much 
of the divine puissance there is in the human will and how 
it will triumph over the environment until destiny cuts it 
short. He goes into the Walhalla of the world asa supremely 
great man, who outlived most of the conditions which created 
him and who could not adapt himself to those of a new era.

Until recently this Christian Prince 
was regarded as heir to the throne of 
Kapurthala. It is said that he has never 
recognized the fraternity of the present 
Rajah, and that the tWo are not on speak- 
ing terms.

Oline explosion with fatal effect caused the 
stove to be again thrown from the house 
by the anxious husband. Again his wife 
braved his anger and put it baek. He gave 
up at this and let her thave her gvay. 

Bitterly he regrets his leniency“now. 

Mrs. Ewald was preparing lunch at 3:15 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. She was alone 
in the kitchen, and her ll-year-old son Ja- 
cob was playing in the yard in the rear.

REFUGEES WHO FLED FROM 
SANTIAGO, 


WIDE DISTRESS AT EL CANEY. 


Women of Refinement Struggle in 
Crowds of Famishing People to Get 
Scraps of Food for Their Children. 


From a Special Correspondent. 
EL CANEY, Province of Santiago de 
Ciba, July 15.—Such a city of horrors as 
this town of war could not exist arywhere 
on the Arnerican continent for twenty-four 
hours. Happily its existence on the Island 
of Cuba, which has known al! the horrors 
of war and pestilence fortwenty years back, 
is soon to end, doubtless will be ended be- 
fore the readers of the Post-Dispatch have 
read this. 

But to-day in the ruins of the old church, 
fashioned in crude imitation of Moorisa- 
Hispano style, men, women and children 


are fighting over a handful of rice, which 
burly troopers of the Second Cavalry are 
ladling out of an immense pot, piping hot. 
Each dipperful cf this precicus store fs 
intended for a family. Money, with which 
the people are weli equ pped, will not buy 
any greater quantity. 
saw a Cuban named Cartiliano offer 
Major Allen of the Second Cavalry a shin- 
ing $20 gold piece for four hard tacks. His 
bribe, free from any suggestions of crim- 
inal intent, was rejected. Two of his chil- 
dren were literally starving, but as he had 
received his share of rice he could get no 


more. 
PLEADING FOR FOOD. 

A German woman of BW, and really poy. 
named Koetzen, appealed to Me as rode 
into the town for sew for her sister.

She pointed to an ancient adobe dwelling, 
facing the public equare, the pesthole of the 
town. Mrs. Koetzen's pitiful appeal inspired 
me to speak to Superintendent Stewart M. 
Brice, Councilman of the Greater New York, 
Commissary to El Caney, and an honor to 
~ his citizenship and the uniform he 
w4&irs. Mrs. Koéetzen’s temporary distress 
was all alleviated in a few minutes by Brice, 
though a thousand hungry women and chil- 
dren scowled at him. 

Brice started in to describe to me the 
awful conditions that prevailed in El Caney, 
much better, though, than when he had 
first come. He had not spoken a dozen 
words when there broke through the crowd 
of white, black, bronze, saffron and yellow 
people who watched our every movement 
wit famished eyes, a scrawny bila 
woman, clutching to her flattened breasts 
the skeleton of a babe, three or four 
months old. She dropped to the ground 
at our feet and, holding up her nage which 
gave no evidence of being alive, implored 
us with a torrent of jargon to save its life.

The City Council ts making e fight on the 
Board of Public Improvements to compel 
it to definitely provide in the public light- 
ing ordinance for the public buildings be- 
ing lighted under the general contract. 
The councilmen who are making the fight 
give no reasons for their stand. They just 
say they want the public buildings included 
in the contract, and they mean to have 
it so, though the delay caused by their 
contentiousness gives the Missouri-Edison 
Ulumineting Co. and the Laclede Gas Co. 
a monopoly, and necessitates another 
emergency contract at great cost to the 
city. . 
Nobody can fmagine a good reason for 
the servants of the city wanting the bulid- 
ings luhted under the contract, but any- 
body can see why the Missouri-Edison and 
the Laclede companies shou:id want it so. 
So mucn tame nas aiready ‘been iost 
through the obstructive tactics of the Coun- 
«il that it is practically certain these com- 
panies will be the only ones in @ position to 
bid on the contract. 

For the pubsie buildings to be Included 
in the contract means a cool hundred thous- 
and dollars to them. Most of this great 
sum would be clear profit. 

Under the present contract, and there is 
no reason for supposing that the new one 
will be more advantageous to the city, 
per annum is pald for every incandescent 
lieht installed. Whether they are ever used 
or mot, the city must pay that much for 
each, 

The city ts now paying for about 00 
incandescent lighis. Nearly all the city’s 
business 1s transacted in daylight and most 
of these 6000 lights are used rarely and for 
only short periods then. But they cost the 
city about $54,000 @ vear. 
When the new City Hall is completed 
thare will be 5000 incandescent lamps in it. 
A great majority of them will be stuck 
in the ceiling for decorativé purposes, and 
will only be lighted on great occasions. 

All the business of the hall is transacted 
in davlight except that of the Council and 
House of Delegates. They meet twice a 
week about nine months in the year, 
The building stands in the center of Wash- 
ington Square. There are no other struc- 
tures near it. It is so arranged as to pro- 
vide the best natural light. In very few of 
the offices is it necessary to use artificial 
light except toward the close of the short

The high stone wall surrounding the 
building was. an insurmountable barrier

The officials do not see how it was poss!- 
ble for Hudson to scale the walls alone. 
The walls were slippery from the rain and 
it is possible he had help from the other 
inmates. ° 

Hudson was removed to the hospital from 
the Workhouse a few weeks ago. He was 
serving a six months’ sentence for pocke't- 
book snatching. He snatched the purse 
from a woman off Seventh street anid 
Franklin avenue, and was ill when sent to 
the Workhouse. 

The hard life led by the laboring criminals 
soon told on Hudson and aggravated his« 
condition so that it was necéssary to send 
him to the hospital. Not only ise affected 
with spinal trouble but with a complication 
of diseases which made his case one whic 
the physicians had no hope of saving. There 
was consequently a laxity of rules in his 
favor and he often sald that he knew there 
was no hope for his recovery and that he 
would not dle, a prisoner. 

It is eald that Hudson belongs to a very 
respectable family in the East, and he de- 
termined to avold the final disgrace of dying 
a convict on that acount. 

Hudson originally lived in Buffalo, N. Y., 


but several years ago his relatives moved 
to Chicago. George Hudson, a prominent 
Chicago business man, is a brother to the 
escaped invalid and all of his relatives are 
much respected. On this account Hudson 
endeavored to conceal his idefitity when ar- 
reated, but Chigf Desmond's men found out 
his true name.

Promoters of Tournaments Find It 
Does Not Pay to Engage Them 
Like It Used To. 


IT have heard complaints from all over the 
country about the attendance at race meets 
and that the promoters are nearly all los- 
ing money. 

The fact of the business is that cycling 
race meets do not pay as they did in for- 
mer years and many are wondering why 
it is. 

Of course the war and the hard times that 
the people of this country have passed 
through have something to do with this 
condition, but I think that the matin reason 
is the change of the game Itself. 

Race meets are run in a totally different 
manner from what they were formerly and 
the public does not seem to have approved 
the change. I can remember the time when 
the wheeling cluba were the only organ‘ta- 
tions to hold meets and then we had only 
amateurs to contest at them, Later larger 
bodies took hold of the game and great at- 
tractions were offered, professionals were 
engaged to give exhibitions and in fact paid 
to enter the races. 

To-day the game is in the hands of the 
large syndicates and if there is a th.ng 
that the public dislikes ft is a syndicate, 
When the clubs gave the meets every 
wheelmen bent his energies to make the af- 
fairs successes, but when the average cy- 
clist knows that every dollar that is made 
at a meet gues down into some Manas 
pocket instead of being spent for the good 
of cycling generally, he hesitates and leaves 
the promoter to pull his own oar. 

All the big racing associations in the 
East are crying and some of them have 
released many of the!r men. They started 
in on the princtple that nothing but match 
races would draw the people and engaged 
the' highest price riders that they could. Of 
course the expense was enormous and it 
took a pretty good gate to meet it. After 
a while the public got tired of the long 
distance matches and wished for.the old 
time ‘hot finishes of a dozen good fellows 
in a mile or 4 Ralf-mile event, but they 
got it not and so they qu't attending the 
meets and then the promoters began to 
squeal. There is an interest in the match 
races between the fastest riders of the 
country, but when one has to as't through 
a 3 mile race for a few moments’ sprint 
at the end and before the sprint comes 
one of the riders quits in disgust, the spece 
tators get a larger disgust on them. 


These same syndicates have not only hurt 
the sport in their own homes, but by en- 
ok ng the fastest men and tying them up 
under a cantract and keeping them on the 
Atlantic coast, they deny the West the op- 
portunity to get even an occasional giimpse 
of them. I remember the time when a 
Natio ial Circult meet meant that every one 
of the speedy riders would be seen, but the 
monopoly in the East has made the circuit 
a mere nothing and It is next to impossible 
to have 4 race between the cracks wnless 
it is a match and an enormous purse ia 
put up. I am waiting for the time when a 
promoter in St. Louis will give a race meet 
that is advertised to furnish a lot of good 
races with hot finishes without the addition 
of any match race to attract the public. If 
I cou.d see a really good race meet here 
between then who are riding to win the race 
I certainly would enjoy it and I know of @ 
lot of others who think as I do.

War Tax and Reni Estate Agents. 


The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
has decided that there is nothing in the 
new revenue act under which a speciai tax 
can be imposed on real estate agemts as 
brokers simply for buying or selling real 
estate on commission, cither for themselves 
or for others, and that the law is intended 
to reach only those brokers who negotiate 
purchases or sales of stocks, bonds and 
notes, either for themselves or for others, 
whether this is their sole occupation, or 
whether the business is done by them in 
connection with their other business. 

The Commissioner also held that the law 
does not regard a man as a bioker who 
invests his surplus earnings in etocks 

as, and notes, but does not negotiate 
purchases and sales. 

“A man is a broker 


under this act,”’ the 


decision says, “who negotiates purchases or 


sales of stocks, bonds, notes, etc., in the 
course of business, and this applies to rea! 
e®tate agents, insurance agents, attorneys, 
or persons or firms who, in connection with 
their profession or occupation, make it a 
regu.ar part of the'ir business to negotiate 
purchases of stocks, bonds notes, etc., 
either for themselves or othere.” 

As related to’ the amount of the stam 
tax on deeds, the decision presents an inf 
teresting problem wherein {it declares th 
“in cases whera. the cons deration of a deed 


is nominal the actual value of the property | 
eonveyed should govern the amount of the | 


flamp required.”” The question is, in those 
cases where a deed is made with a nom- 
inal consideration. who is to determine the 
actual value of the property, and how is 

be done? The assessed valuation 

. in some cases, be taken as the actual 

. although the assessed value is usual- 
y less than the actual value. However, 
except for business property in the center 
of the city the assessed value is generally, 
in these times of depression, all that the 
property would sell for. Collector Grenner 
is of the opinion that the most practical 
method of determining the actual value of 
euch real estate is by the appointment of 
inspectors, who shall appraise the value, 
as do the district assessors. But there its 
no provision in the law providing for such 
inspectors. Taken altogether, the situation 
resents an opportunity for an evasion of 
he tax by the undervaluation of property 
sold; and it will not be surprising if there 
be observed in future a marked increase in 
theenumber of deeds bearing a nominal con- 
eideration. 

Again, last year one of the most valuable 
pieces of property on Washington avenue 
was transferred from a father to a daugh- 
ter “for and in consideration of the sum 
of one dollar, and tn further consideration 
of jove and affection.”’ In such a case the 
avestion might proprely arise whether. in 
that particular instance, the consideration 
was nominal. On the contrary the grantor 
distinetly declared that the love and affec- 
tion of the grantee was regarted as full 
consideration for the property. There cer- 
tally wax nothige nominal to him in the 
filial affection received and what micht 
have been the cash value of the property. 
had it been transferred to a stranger could 
hardiv be considered as entering into the 
rroblem, since the law regards each in- 
dividual transfer by liself.

Where there is a pleage of 
property accompanying any promissory note, 
Which pledge is subject to stamp tax under 
Sebedule A, this stamp must be paid, notwith- 
Standing the fact that a stamp is also re- 
quired on the note connected witb it. 

In cases of loans on real estate, where prom- 
issory notes are given, which are not paid at 
Maturity, but on which an extension of time 
of payment is granted, without the taking of 
aA new note, it is beld that every such exten- 
sion is a repewal of the nete within the mean- 
ing of the statute, and that the requisite 
stamp must be affixed for every such renewal 
or extension. This also applies to notes dis- 
counted before July 1 falling due on that date. 

Deeds signed, acknowledged and fully execut- 
ed in June do not require stamps, trough de- 
livered in July, unless by State law registra- 
tion is necessary to pass title. As to mort- 
Rages, it is the general principle that a mort- 
gage {a not valid as auch until it is admitted 
to registration. A mortggge. no matter what 
the date. should not be admitted to registration 
when presented on or after July 1, 1808, unless 
there is attached and canceted the proper reve- 
nue stamp. In cases where the consideration 
in a deed is @ominal, the actual value of the 
property conveyed sbould govern the amount of 
the otamp required. Original lease requires a 
stamp. +O stamp is required on copy exectt- 
ed by the parties at the time of the original 
lease. 


Opposing Street Railway Ingression. 

Owners of property in the vicinity of 
Euclid and McPherson avenues are much 
aroused over a bill now before the Municl- 
pal Assembly providing for certain street 
railway extensions in that neighborhood. 
Their oppcesition is not to the proposed 
facilities, but to the method by which they 
are to be secured, when a better method 
could be had, the prensey owners claim. 
The situation may be outlined thus:

In 
the civil war he was flag lieutenant of the great 
Admiral Farragut. He it was who lasKed Farragut 
to the mast of the Hartford during the famous battle 
of Mobile Bay. The Confederate ironclad Tennessee 
had attacked the Union ship. In order to follow the 
battle Farragut climbed to a dizzy position in the 
port mizzen rigging, from which he was constantly 
in great. danger of falling. At last Lieut. Watson 
seized a” coil of rope, climbed the mast, and, passing 
the rope around the waist of his admiral, lashed that

great officer securely in place. In the letter to hf 
mother, describing this historf® incident, Watson said: 
“At last I lashed him to the rigging with my own 
hands, having in vain begged him not to stand in 
such a perilous position.” 

Commenting on the heroism displayed by his young 
flag lieutenant in that and other engagements Admiral 
Farragut reported in 1864 to the Secretary of the 
Navy: 

“Lieut. Watson has been brought to your attention 
in former times. He was on the poop of the Hart- 
ford attending to the signals and performing his duty 
(as might be expected) thoroughly. 

“He is a scion worthy of the noble stock from 
which he sprang, and I commend him to your at- 
tention.” 

This habit of “attending to his duty thoroughly’ 
has remained with Commodore Watson throughout 
the years.

Several times their 
sharpshooters fired upon our-wounded ‘n the field 
hoapitals and upon Red Cross men carrying the poor 
fellows off the field. HM was a sight whic drove our 
men to frensy when groups of the hospital corps 
toppled over or a surgeon was shot down at work. Then 
these pale-faced men from the counting-rooms, shops 
and factories of the metropolis, most of whom had 
never in their lives fired a rifle, turned into screeching 
demons with no more thought of danger than -mage* 
of steel. It made them fight with a fury almost in- 
credible. Men who had never struck a cruel blow 
in their Hives dashed ahead like tigers who had tasted 
blood and ravenously sought for more. 

Into one trench half a dozen jumped, firing (heir 
guns as they leaped the tangled barrier of barbed 
wire, and then sticking the men ‘n the trenches _ 
their bayonets as flies are impaled on pins. “( uree 
you. die, vou devil, die!" sheuted a tall, thin chap a5 
he plunged his bayonet through the shoulder of a 
Spaniard who an instant before had talmly levelled 
his Mauser at a man hurrying across the flank with a 
Ntter and dropped the innocent non-combatant Otters 
clubbed the enemy with Che heavy butts of their 
Springfield rifles when their ammunition ex- 
hausted.

The celebrated 
Rough Riders and the New York drawing-room peta 
alike fought with a dash and intrepidity that made 
these German, English and Japanese observers pause. 
There was food for reflection in this. Slow to anger. 
the composite American nature was terribly tn earn- 
est when aroused, and pitiless in retribution. When 
men would leave their homes and businesa in the 
comforiable Metropolis and fight like this fer con- 
science’ sake, what would they not do if ever their 
own country were attacked?

That day at San Juan was frightful. The air was hot and humid as a Turkish bathroom. but that was 
only the beginning. Before the charge was made I heard Capt. Lee of the British Army, who was at vur 
headquarters, say that the assault ought not to be made. He declared that he had witnessed desperate 
charges by the British soldiers in India, but that he had never seen them attempt to storm such a height 
under four tiers of fire. ' 

Well, up we went on the run. First it was through the ripping. cactus, called Spanish bayonet, which 
tore our leggings and scratched us. Then we plunged into the river, torded it and struck a odteend ceire 
fence as we clambered out. We cut it and smashed it with our rifie-butts, only ‘» run into three more lines 
of wire. Lastly there was an open space, with the Spaniards firing volleys rigiit into us. We yelled ike 
madmen, and ran stumbling and falling before the regular hail of the Mauser bujlets. 


Fellows dropped all about me, but we couldn't stop. It was fire, slash, stab, and then all was over.

It was certain death, we thought, but not a man flinched—not one—when*we wore ordered to make 
that charge on the blockhouse at San Juan. The record shows how deadly the Spanish volleys from their 
magazine rifies were. Of the seventy-five men who started up the hill fifty-three died; 
reached and occupied the bilockhouse. 

It stood at the top of a hill facing the pathway leading up to it and into the town. 1: was placed there 
purposely to guard the approach. It was occupied by thirty-five well-arme@.mon. Quicker than it takes 
to tell if, nineteen of us rushed at it. The Spaniards had been shooting us down throug) the holes in the 
blockhouse, and we could not penetrate the heavy timbers, so when We hesid the words repeated, 
“Go at ‘em! we fairly sprinted up and climbed to the roof. 

Four poor fellows were slaughtered on the spot. Then we all got in and got to work. For twenty 
minutes it was give and take. I went for one fellow who was slashing araund, and we hag i: hand to

hand. He wounded me in the arm, but I got his pistol away from him and “hot him deaq 


ca Before we stopped every one of those thirty-five was dead. 
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
